Chaffey Saves About $50,000 
| Annually Due to Tuition 
Paid by Students 











Analysis of the enrollment fig- 
ures of Chaffey junior college made 
by Superintendent Gardiner W. 
iSpring to the Chaffey board of 
, trustees in his report at the regu- 
lar meeting Tuesday night, indi- 
eates that the large number of 
students attending Chaffey from 
outside the high school district 
saves the taxpayers of this  dis- 
trict approximately $50,000. Fig- 
ures show that 51 per cent of the, 
students come from the Chaffey 
district and 49 per cent from other 1 
portions of the state, a few from | 
other states. 


Income from ont of district stu- | 
dents, based on tuition paid by the 
counties from which they come 
|and state aid for average daily at- 
tendance, is approximately $85,- 
(000 this year. As the cost of op- 
eration and maintenance for an 
institution is approximately the 
same, within certain limits of en- 
rollment, the cost of running the 
junior college without this num- 
ber would be approximately $30,- 
000 less. The difference between 
the amount which they bring to 
the school and their cost is a con- 
siderable saving to the taxpayers 
in the maintenance of the institu- 
tion, it was pointed out. 


In 1929-30, the junior college 
budget, exclusive of capital out- 
lay, was $146,500 for an enroll- 
ment of 427. Now, with the en- 
rollment of 909, exclusive of cap- 
ital outlay, it is $176,780.

‘ing its way into California politi- | 
cal dictionary! 


And When January’s storms | 
beat on California’s granite-walled | 
State Capitol, Governor Olson's 
| campaign of blitzkrieg—designea 


| to subdue the State Legislature 
| and jam through his program—is 
scheduled to break in full fury. 

Herr Hitler’s strategy of light- 
ning warfare, crushing opponents 
before they can get set to oppose 
him, is not new to politics, even 
though the word blitzkrieg has a 
new ring to it, It has been tried 
many times before and has failed 
as often ag it has succeeded. 

The blitzkrieg technique, how- 
ever, has much more chance of 
success at a special legislative 
session, when the lawmakers are 
harried by lack of time, than at a 
regular session, when there ig am- 
ple time for sounding public 
_ and studying the propogals 
at issue. And the special session 
tentatively scheduled for January 
will undobutedly find Governor Ol- 
son taking full advantage of the 
time element in a determined drive 
| to put over tax measures, relief 
bills and other pet proposals which 
were rejected at the regular ses- 

















sion earlier this year. 

Unlike Poland, however, Califor- 
nia legislators have apparently 
sensed that a blitzkrieg campaign 
is in the making——and the lawmak- 
ers already are busy with their 
| defenses, 

Indicating the tack that their 
defense may take Senator Jerrola 
L, Seawell of Roseville, president 
pro tem of the Upper House, has 
suggested to some of his fellow 
members that the two houses re- 
cess for 30 days immediately after 
receiving the Governor’s program, 
{just as they would at a regular 
| session. 

This procedure, Senator Seawell 
asserts, would enable legislators 
to determine public reaction to the 
Olson proposals and study them 
thoroughly before returning to 
Sacramento to cast their ballots. 
And it would effectively block any 
l lightning thrust by the adminis. 
tration, designed to steam-rollex 
before either the members or the 
public understood the questions at 
issue. 

A 30-day recess in a special ses- 
ston, Mr. Seawell admits, is a de- 
parture from normal procedure. 
But so is blitzkrieg. And new 
weapons call for new defenses! 

“If Governor Olson gets any 
propsals through the special ses- | 
sion of the Legislature,” declares 
Senator Seawell, “it will only be 
‘after thorough consideration. We 
don’t intend to be stampeded into 
passing half baked legislation. 
And a recess to consider the Gov- 
ernor’s program would seem to be 
the sensible solution.”
